MORE PIG WANTED 
Something should. be said these 
days about ‘Canadian bacon. It is 
good bacon and in what is known as 
a most particular market it has prov- 
ed a highly regarded and very popu- 

lar brand of that commodity. 
‘The production of bacon and hams 
in the United Kingdom is only about 


‘one quarter of the consumption, which 


4s close to eleven million cwt. By an 
arrangement made some years ago, 
Canada is entitled to send into that 
market two and one-half million cwt. 
but th British Board of Trade reports 
that last year less than one - and a} 
half million cwt., was received from 
Canada, so that we were short more 
than one million cwt. 

The pigs born in Canada last year 
—over 4 1-2 million—were an increase 
of 15 per cent over 1935, but it is| 
quite evident that a greater pig popu-| 
lation is required to meet the export 
possibilities. This seems likely to be 
realized, for 28@{per cent more pigs 
were saved in 1936 than in 1935. 

Seven years ago the United King- 
dom got from Canada only 100,000 
ewt., of bacon while Denmark sup- 
plied over six million cwt. Canada was 
far down on the list of supplying 
countries. However, there has been 
since then a rapid and continued ad- 
vance with the result that Canada 
now stands second only to Denmark 
oin the British market, but sending 
only one-third. of what that country 
supplies, according to the External 
Trade Branch ‘of the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics, Department of 
Trade and Commerce.

THEY MADE A TON 
OF THIS PUDDING 


Working in tiny kitchens of two 
dining cars, one at Montreal and one 
at Winnipeg, Canadian National Rail- 
ways chefs made a ton of plum pud- 
ding to be served to travellers this

Her®eihe recipe-—an old English 
one—for a fanilifegize pudding. It will 
make two and a half poitnds, ten gen- 
erous iadividual portions. 

Ingredient, | 

1-2 lb) Bread Criimbs 

1-2 Ib. Beef Suet / 

2 oz. Flour 

1-2 lb. Brown Sugar 

2 oz. Mixed Peel 

Pinch of Salt 

1-4 teaspoon Baking Soda 

Grated Rind and Juice of Half al 
Lemon | 
1-4 Pint of Milk 
3 Eggs 
1-4 lb. Sultanas 
1-4 lb. Raisins 
1-4 lb. Currants 
1-4 oz. Cinnamon 
1-4 oz, Nutmeg 
1-4 oz. Allspice 
1 1-2 oz. Brandy 


Procedure 


i 


Mix the dry ingredients together 
thoroughly, then add the beaten eggs, 
milk and brandy, and mix all together 
thoroughly. Grease inside of pudding 
bowl or covered mould to prevent 
pudding from sticking. If pudding 
bowl used, cover bowl with floured 
gauze tied tightly around bowl to 
keep moisture from pudding. Boil 
pudding for three hours. Heat thor- 
oughly before serving, then unmould 
on dish. Serve with sprig of holly on 
top. 

Serve either with hard of custard 
sauce, made as follows: 


Hard Sauce 


Ingredients—1-4 lb, butter; 1-4 Ib. 
powdered sugar. 

Procedure—Mix butter and sugar 
until the mixture becomes snow 
white; add a few drops of lemon ex- 
tract. Roll in wax paper, place in re- 
frigerator until hard. Cut in slices. 


Custard Sauce 


Ingredients—2 Eggs; 1-2 cup pow- 
dered sugar; 2 cups milk; 2 table- 
spoons corn starch. 

Procedure—Beat up eggs, corn 
starch, sugar together thoroughly; 
add milk, beat together again. Place 
in double boiler. Allow mixture to be- 
come hot at same time beating it up 
to prevent it from becoming lumpy. 
Add few drops vanilla extract. Allow

wick is the only one actually without 
a State residence. Many years ago the 
Qpovernment House was sold to the 


Police. Lieutenant-Governor of New 
Brunswick, at present Colonel Mur- 
ray MacLaren, lives in his own house 
in Saint John and rents a residence 
in Fredericton, the provincial capital, 
during legislature sessions. His ex- 
penses are paid from interest on $50,- 
000, the sum obtained from the Dom- 
inion for the old Government House. 

In Prince Edward Island, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor pays for the upkeep 
of the official residence at Charlotte- 
town. There is an arrangement, how- 
ever whereby the government defrays 
the cost of repairing. 

Except for Rideau Hall at Ottawa, 
the residence of the Governor-General, 
maintained by the Dominion Govern- 
ment, the Province of Quebec main- 
taing the most lavish of the vice-re- 
gal establishments. 

Quebec’s government house is at 
Spencer Wood, a 69-acre property on 
the southwestern fringe of Quebec 
City. It has housed. 17 Lieutenant- 
Governors since Confederation. Its 
yearly maintenance cost is about $55,- 
000, not including the $10,000 salary 
of the incumbent, at present Hon. E. 
L. Patenaude. In recent years’ the 
upkeep has gone somewhat above the 
$55,000 figure. . 

The Government House at Halifax 
was built in 1827. Present cost of 
maintenance is about $5,900 paid by 
the provincial administration. 

Manitoba Government House was 
built at a cost of $126,605, and the 
Legislature at Winnipeg appropri- 
ates under $10,000 a year for its sup- 
port, 

In Alberta, about $12,000 a year 
is spent to maintain the government 
house at Edmonton. In 1934, the Le- 
gislature passed a resolution asking 
that no further appointment be made 
at the end of the term of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in office. The reso- 
lution recommended an inquiry into 
the possibility of turning the Govern- 
ment House into a sanitarium. No 
action has been taken yet on the reso- 
lution, 

It costs about $35,000 annually to 
keep British Columbia’s Government 
House in operation. The structure was 
built in 1903.

BLOOD DONORS 
COME TO RESCUE 


Two victims of streptococus viri- 
dans—bacterial organism in the blood 
stream—fought for life on Saturday 
while offers of blood for transfusion 
purposes poured into Windsor, Ont. 

Physicians believed one victim, Ro. 
bert Shafer, 17, year old Windsor 
high school student, was winning his 
fight with death. Blood from a man 
recovered from the disease and of 
the same type as that of Shafer was 
pumped into the vietim’s veins to act 
as a serum. 

So far doctors heve failed to, ob- | 
tain blood to mix with that of the 
other patient, 28 vear old Weston WwW. 
Fletcher of Grand Blanc, Mich, The 
blood supplied Shafer by Albertus A. 
Rickerd of Detroit, would not mix 
with that of Fletcher. 

Rickerd has the same type of blood 
as Fletcher “but it would actually 
have been poisonous if used,” Dr. U. 
J. Durocher, Shafer’s physician, said. 
Fletcher may last a week, perhaps 
three’ without a transfusion his phy- 
sician, Dr. H. Simpkins, said. 

More than 2,000 persons recovered 
from the disease offered blood to the 
two young men.

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Winter Brooding of Chicks 


The poultryman with proper equip- 
ment can handle chicks in mid-win- 
ter with as little mortality as with 
April chicks. He may not get as high 
percentage hatch as later on, but ev~- 
en the hatchability of eggs is being 
controlled by the feed. January chicks 
will take more fuel than with spring 
brooding. But there is more time for 
looking after the chicks; there may 
be lesg disease and mortality; broil- 
ers will catch a §{ih market and pull- 
ets should, be laying early in the fall 

or even in late summer when egg 
prices are at their peak. Of course, 
if many started hatching all their 
chicks in January the higher prices 
for broilers and eggs would be wiped 
out, and. chicks hatched at some oth- 
er season would find the best market. 
Brooder houses unsuited for prolong- 
ed zero weather and the higher price 
for chicks will limit the number go- 
ing in for January chicks. Neverthe- 
jess there should be good returns for 
‘he few who do, and they can prolong 
the use, of their equipment, as those 
who havé Janugry chicks usually have 
‘another batch in:the spring so as to 
have pullets, coming into production 
at -different seasons. January chicks 
will go on to range early in the sea- 
son, or they may be.indoors until 
ready for the laying pen.

¥ ‘Seed Grain Suggestions for Spring of 
.. 1938 


The Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture has just completed a careful 
“survey of the seed situation for the 
‘spring seeding of 1938. This survey 
Andicates that there is now sufficient 
4 oats and barley in the province to 
™ ook after the 1938 seed requirements 
provided, of course, that every farmer 
will immediately have the best of his 
grain cleaned and set aside for his 
eed, Many farmers appear to think 
that because their grain this year is 
off colour and a little under standard 
“in weight that it will not make suit- 
able seed, but already made 
show that when thig off-coloured and 
under-weight grain has been. thor- 
oughly cleaned up to a 50 per cent 
cut in some instances, good seed was 
secured which germinated as high as 
$0 per cent. If this work is done now 
the cleaned out grain can be used for 
feed. 

With this in view the Department 
feels that if Ontario farmers ‘ollow 
out some such policy there will be no 

“ great shortage of seed next spring. 
They will have seed of known variety 
and origin and will not be obliged 
when spring comes to buy unknown 
seed, probably at very high prices or 
use weedy ungerminated feed grain.

LESS MOISTURE IN COB — MORE 
QUALITY IN CORN 


An excessive moisture content has 
long been a serious problem in the 
storing and marketing of the corn 
crop, says G. R. Snyder; and the high 
yielding dent varieties, the type chief- 
ly grown in this country are particu- 
larly bad in this respect. The large 
exporting countries of the Southern 
Hemisphere found the dent corns ab- 
gorbed moisture so rapidly that great 
Joss from heating and souring occurr- 
ed while passing through the equator- 
jal region, enroute to northern mark- 
ets. Now most of the corn exported 
by these countries is of the lower 
yielding but drier flint type. 


At this season, when the first se- 
vere cold ig being experienced, the, 
question of quality of corn is of par- 


ticular interest to the producer. The | 


new crop is husked and stored, but, 


possibly not safely. That will depend | 


upon the moisture content and. the 
protection the corn receives. At the 
Nebraska ent Station, seed , 
corn was subjected to g tem- 
peratures ranging from degrees 
F, to 5 degrees F., and then tested 
for germination.

NET PROFITS OF 
LIQUOR BOARD 
‘IS $8,960,600.95 
Ontario's thirst approached pre-de- 
pression dimensions last year, total 
since outlay for Jiquor, beer and wine 
topping $50,000,000 for the first time 
since booming 1929, Chairman E. G. 
Odette of the Liquor Control Board of 
Ontario reported: Friday to the Le- 
gislature. 
Total sales made under the Board’s 
supervision amounted to $54,015,199.- 
$1 in the fiscal. year ending _—ilast 
March 31. This compared with $49,- 
$35,011.41 in the previous year and 
with $55,360,569.81 in 1929. The 1929 
figure is high for Ontario’s 11-year 
post-prohibition period.

year, The 1929 high was $9,661,448.- 
60, Leaving itself a balance of $956,-

wine stores did a bigger business 
than in the year ending March 31, 
1936. Liquor store sales were up 11.9 
per cent, at $20,733,367.71, brewery

wineries’ sales increased 17.9 per cent 
to $1,660,637.35. 

During the year Ontario and its 
visitors consumed 1,394,471 gallons of 
hard liquor—1,095,546 domestic and 
298,925 imported. Beer consumption 
reached a high of 23,317,146 gallons, 
and the wine gallonage was given at 
1,480,203, 

Value of beer sold in 1929, fourth

DISEASE UNKNOWN TO 


SCIENCE TAKES 
LIVES OF TEN BABIES 


Chicago physi¢ians and scientists 
waged a concerted fight Saturday, 
against a strange disease that has 
caused-the death of ten babies and 
imperiled the lives of eight others du-| 
ring the past eleven days. 

All of the tiny victims were in the) 
infants’ ward of St. Elizabeth’s Hos-) 
pital. The disease, which killed most 
of the babies within 24 hours, was 
characterized by violent inflammation 
of the small intestines and was diag- 
nosed as enteritis, or acute epidemic 


diarrhoea. | 


The outbreak, confined to St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital, began November 
23. Five babies died before the symp- 
toms were fully recognized. The hos- 
pital immediately declined new ob- 
stetrical cases and isolated the other 
infants, but six succumbed and eight 
others were stricken. 

The victims ranged in age from 
nine days to twenty-four days. Sev- 
en of them were girls. 

Autopsies performed on the last two 
babies to die disclosed both had the 
same infection. In one, however, 
marked changes in the brain which 
apparently had occurred just before 
| death led bacteriologists to believe 

that the disease is caused by a virus

My first teacher was Mr. Anley,

Mining History of 8S. 8S. No. 7, Madoc 
Township 


Rupert’s School Section, Madoc 
Township, holds the distinction of 
‘mineral first having been discovered 
here in Hastings County. 

In the eardy history of Madoc Vill- 
jage and Township, Uriah Seymour 
obtained ‘iron ore from the Seymour 
mine on lot 11, con. 5, now owned by 
William Tennyson. 

This ore was used by him to cast 
large potash kettles, coolerg and pots 
of which many are still in use. The 
large kettles and coolers were used 
for boiling down the lye made from 
wood ashes burned 


timber to clear the land for agricul- 
tural purposes. These “ashes were 
, carefully raked up and put in large 
‘Jeaches and water added which pro- 
duced a strong lye that was boiled 
down to potash in these large kettles 
and then transferred to barrels, then 
conveyed to Belleville usually by ox 
teams and wooden sleds frequently re- 
quiring a week's time to accomplish

These kettles were also used for 
boiling down the maple sap into 
syrup and scalding the large hogs 
that weighed from three to five hund-

bout twenty feet in diameter. John 
Richardson, the owner of the property 
sold the mine for $75,000.00 but it is 
questionable if he realized that am- 
ount in full. This find occurred in 
1866 and miners, prospectors and gold 
diggers came from all parts of North 
America, and the lumbermen, saw 
mills, carpenters, hotel men and local 
flour mills all got busy and the twin 
villages of Upper and Lower Eldo- 
rado sprung up like mushrooms, which 
is characeristic of gold discoveries 
the world over, as men go wild over 
the filthy lucre. 

Many men spent fortunes in search 
of further deposits, as the numerous 
shafts sunk indicate, but were unsuc- 
cessful in landing any thing like the 
original Richardson mine and the ex- 
hausted and disappointed transients 

| wo were poorer but wiser left for 
greener fields or parts unknown in 
1867 and 1868. 

In the early seventies iron ore was 
found in the above ridge just about 
midway acrosg concession five, but 
on the N. E. 1-4 for which John 
Moore received $30,000.00 from a firm 
that Pardee and Lloyd were interest- 
ed in and who built an extension of 
the North Hastings Railway from 
Madoc village to the Moore mine to 
ship the ore.

The “saturation point” in land 
speed is near at hand, said Captain 
George Eyston of England, who re- 
cently established the new mark of 
311.32 miles an hour on the Bonneville | 
salt flats in Utah. 

When he passed through New York 
the last time, enroute to Utah, he 
hadn’t the vaguest notion how fast 
the thunder-buggies eventually might 


go. He didn’t say “no” to a suggest-| 


ed 400 m.p.h. but he learned some- 
thing important since then. 

“You remember, I reached 318.on 
one of my runs,” he said, thought- 
fully. “Well, it sounds peculiar, but I 
felt a greater sense of acceleration 
between 310 and 319 miles an hour 
than I did from 150 to 310. All at 
once, at that speed, the dar seemed 
to jump right out from under me. 

“At 310 I felt serene and confident 
and wasn’t in too much of a phys- 
ical strain. At 319 I suddenly felt 
that I was standing on a banana peel- 
ing. Perhaps I can go a little faster 
than that, but I know now that 400 
miles on hour is a long, long way off.”
